Funny thing how capacitor specifications are set. No manufacturer is going 
to specify a capacitor at XXX volts if he knows that there is a 
statistically good chance the insulation will punch through at XXX volts + 
10%. Variations in manufacturing and materials can be held to +/- 10% but 
at what cost? There is a point where costs are optimally lowest by doing a 
certain amount of overdesign. Manufacturing costs have a lot to say about 
what a capacitor will or won't do. Of course modern technology is more 
precise and margins can be maintained more tightly with automation but a 
manufacturer still has to use a certain amount of "windage" for liability 
protection it seems to me. My humble (or arrogant) opinion is that 
applying a 2X factor to any voltage rating will get you by nicely. So 
figger 480 X 1.414 X 2 = 1360 volts. Just keep in mind that flames will 
reduce the voltage breakdown capability of any capacitor ....... , heh, heh!

I am Gordon Eliot White. I wrote the CQ SURPLUS SIDELIGHTS column, 
1965-76 as well as a few pieces for 73 and one for the AOPA Pilot 
Magazine in 1984 on primarily WW II surplus. My chief interest was the 
"Command Set" Aircraft Radio Corp. AN/ARC-5 equipment and its brothers 
and sisters and SCR-274-N aircraft gear and its predecessor GF/RU and 
SCR-183/283. 


As surplus petered out I moved away from the subject. I donated many 
of my 4,000 pieces of equipment to the National Air & Space Museum in 
1983 and when A.R.C. was sold to Sperry in 1984, helped get the best 
things that were left into NASM also. 


In recent months, thanks to the magic of the Internet and Dave 
Stinson, my interest has been been rejuvenated. I am still primarily 
interested in the Command Sets. 


I am looking among the Internet people for history that has eluded 
me in the hopes of writing a book on the subject, working title "Voices 
in the Sky" covering roughly 1900-1972 with emphasis on the WW II 
Command Sets. Anyone who has contacts at Cessna or Sperry could help! 
[As I have published two successful books on auto racing history and 
have a third in progress I have a track record with publishers and might 
make this happen. ] 


The ARC-5 guys have been interested in some of my rarer "jewels" as 
I have pared down my last pieces of hardware. Because it gives everyone 
the same chance and is easy to administer, I have put some stuff on 
eBay. I will not "spam" this net, but for those interested,. most of 
what I have offered is under "Command sets" or "AN/ARC-5." I have just 
put up one of the extremely rare "RAV" receivers there, item 1126958553.

I'm putting together an AC supply for my GRC-9 and possibly other projects, 
mostly out of the junkbox. I need to figure out what design to use to get 
me 580 VDC @ 100 mA, 105 VDC @ 45 mA, 6.3VDC @ 2600 mA, and 1.4 VDC @ 500 
mA. 

Might design in excess capacity for some future HB transmitter projects. 
Probably use SS rectification and regulation, but I have some 5T4, 5Z3 tubes 
around as well. 

I've got a transformer that's good for 525-425-0-425-525 @ 250 mA plus 5 
volt and and a couple of 6.3 volt windings @ 2-3 A each. 

Two chokes, half a dozen 30 uF, 1100 VDC caps, etc. 


Maybe a full wave rectifier and capacitor input filter to the 525 windings 
CT? Ox use the 425 windings w/o CT and a bridge rectifier and choke input? 
How much C or I? Resistance divider for the 105 VDC? Or from a separate 
supply? Where does the 1.4 VDC come out?
